True-blue 
Marylanders look upon it as the center of the 
universe. That is when the fairgrounds serves 
as the stage for Maryland’s great fair. Timonium 
will celebrate its Diamond Anniversary and will 
fling wide its gates, for the 75th time, on Au¬ 
gust 29. The fair will run through Septem¬ 
ber 11. 

Like the circus, Timonium Fair, each suc¬ 
ceeding year is bigger and better than the last.

SIRE OF PROMISE: With no racing at 
home to preoccupy us, a study was made of 
the progeny of Maryland stallions during the 
recent spring season. At Pimlico and Delaware 
Park, in particular, the Loser Weepers were 
winning so often it was deemed advisable to 
check further on this popular young Vanderbilt 
sire. 

As is the case with many sons and daughters 
of Discovery, Loser Weeper improved with 
age and experience. Though he won at two, 
three, four, and five, he was best upon reach¬ 
ing maturity. At four he won the Metropolitan, 
Valley Forge, Bay Shore and Vosburgh Handi¬ 
caps. The next season, 1950, his best races 
included victories in the Edward Burke, Valley 
Forge (second time), Dixie, Suburban and 
Butler Handicaps. 

Loser Weeper was retired to stud with a 
tecord of 63 starts, l6 wins, 5 seconds, 7 thirds, 
and earnings of $232,920. Victories in such 
difficult-to-win handicaps as the Metropolitan, 
Suburban, Dixie and Butler, plus the incentive 
of a modest fee, assured ihim of attention from 
breeders. Now let’s see what the son of Dis¬ 
covery—Outdone, she the dam of three stakes 
winners, has done at stud. 

His first crop came of racing age last year. 
From eight starters he sent out four winners 
of seven rates and #20,510. Oddly enough,

Fun Fewer, perhaps his sires top representative 
last year ended the season a maiden after losing 

the Maryland Futurity tlltOUgh disqualification

Loser Weeper’s two-year-olds this year posted 
this record through June 26: Jerilynn, 2 wins, 
Settum Up Joe, 1; Sir Richard R., 1; Sky 
Master, 2. Sir Richard R. was second to the 
leading money-winning juvenile of the year. 
King Hairan, in his first start, and was fourth 
to the same colt in the Gulfstream Park Dinner 
Stakes.

Loser Weeper’s complete stud record (to 
June 26): 21 starters, 12 winners, 26 wins, and 
earnings of $82,590. Like their daddy, the 
Loser Weepers apparently improve with age. 
This handsome and substantial chestnut, a true 
son of Discovery, is off to a good start and it 
would not be surprising were he to command 
some fancily-bred mates in future seasons. 

GENERAL STAFF’S FIRST: The syndicated 
*Mahmoud horse. General Staff, standing at 
Larry MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm, was credited 
wtih his first winner when Kismiss, a home¬ 
bred filly out of a Discovery mare, won her 
debut at Laurel. The nimble chestnut trained 
by Frank Whiteley, Jr., and running under the 
MacPhail pseudonym, Harford Stable, stole 
home at the whopping price of $118.00. Later, 
she tired after showing speed in a $8,000 
claimer at Laurel and, when next entered for 
$5,000, Kismiss won by six. She was claimed 
for $7,000 by K. Stable from a winning race 
at Narragansett, July 3.' 

WHO HE?: When the unher¬ 
alded mare Jimminetty popped up to beat Miz 
Clementine in a sprint at Delaware Park re¬ 
cently, a puzzled look crossed the countenances 

of newsmen covering the meeting. \56^ho IS 

Jimmie, sire af the spoiler? fimmie, tkey found, 
is a 15-year-old son of Chance Play - JS/ursemaid, 

by Luke McLuke, standing at Indian Spring 

Valley Farm, Silver Spring. 

There is a rather interesting story behind 
Jimminetty. She is owned by Donald Schmeck, 
a Reading, Pa., poultry and produce grower, 

but was bred by A. C. Paul. From the Tedious 

mare, Wickliffe Gal, Jimminetty raced under 
a $2,000 claiming tag in West Virginia as a 
two-ycar-old. 

In 1954, she scored her maiden success while 
proffered at $2,000 — with no takers — at 
Detroit. Once she had broken the ice, Jimmi¬ 
netty worked her way up to win in allowance 
company, then slipped back down the class 
ladder. 

Last summer she was claimed by her present 

owner for $3,500 from a winning sprint at 
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Monmouth. She raced—and lost—under the 
same price tag at Pimlico last fall. 

Fillies are supposed to have things other than 
racing on their minds in the spring, but Jimmi- 
netty would have none of that this year. At 
Garden State on the fourth of May she started 
a string of four straight wins, once again work¬ 
ing her way up the social register. 

Her first win this season was for $5,000, then 
she advanced to $6,500 company, and later 
bridged the gap to the $8,000 plateau. By this 
time her connections were wondering just how 
good was this mare, so they tossed her in with 
the front-rankers, hoping perhaps some of it 
would rub off. It did. 

Behind Jimminetty at the wire, in addition 
to Miz Clementine, were the stakes winners 
Another World and Royal Fan. The winner 
carried 112 pounds to 120 on the Calumet 
amazon and Royal Fan. She gave one pound 
to Another World, running the six furlongs 
in 1:11 2/5. 

Jimminetty’s streak ended right there, but 
she wasn’t about to head back to Waterford, 
not yet anyway. Schmeck tried her next in 
Monmouth’s Regret Handicap, which attracted 
just about all the good fillies and mares which 
weren’t at Delaware for the Distaff Big Three, 
and some which were. Blue Sparkler, running 
in the colors of Monmouth’s boss, Amory 
Haskell, won the Regret in sensational time: 
first quarter : 21 2/5; half :43 3/5; six furlongs 
1:09 1/5. Blue Sparkler is just about the only 
thing this side of Andrews Field that can tra¬ 
verse a half-mile in :43 3/5. 

Jimminetty was two lengths back, just aft 
of the jet stream, bur behind her were the 
prima donnas High Voltage, top three-year-old 
filly of 1955, Gandharva, the $100,000 Some¬ 
time Thing, Another World, Sorceress and 
others. Oh yes, the weights. The winner car¬ 
ried 119; Jimminetty 114. 

In four seasons of racing the Jimmie mare has 
won 16 races, been second 11 times and has 
6 thirds, and $42,915. She hasn’t won a stakes 
yet, but victories over the likes of Miz Clemen¬ 
tine, which, incidentally, bounced back to win 
the New Castle Handicap in her next start, 
and High Voltage, are compensation enough 
for the time being. 

What or who, is responsible for a $2,000 
mare hanging one on Calumet’s Miz Clem? 
A good guess is the man who trains Jimminetty. 
In this case, Johnny Gilbert, whom anyone with 
five or more years’ interest in racing will re¬ 
member as one of the most talented jockeys 
this country ever has produced. Johnny hung 
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up his tack in 1951, after 21 seasons in the 
saddle. During his career he won 1,790 races 
and $4,637,723 in purses. Only 13 jockeys 
in history have ridden more winners than 
Gilbert. 

VANDERBILT SALE: In order to devote 
more time to the World Veterans Fund of 
which he is the international president, Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt sold his racing stable, with the 
exception of a few older horses, at Belmont 
Park, May 21. 

In announcing the sale, Vanderbilt stressed 
it was not his intention to divorce himself from 
racing. He intends to 'grow into” a racing 
stable several years hence when the first crop 
of Native Dancer reaches racing age. The sale 
did not affect the operation of Sagamore Farm. 
Bill Winfrey remains trainer and Eric Guerin, 
jockey, for Vanderbilt. 

Among the horses retained were Find, Crash 
Dive, First Glance and Social Outcast.

Thirty-three head were sold for $563,700, in 
what constituted one of the most important 
vendues in history. Sometime Thing, winner 
of the Barbara Frietchie Handicap at Bowie last 
spring, was the star of the sale. Morven Stud 
owner Whitney Stone purchased the lovely 
daughter of Discovery for $100,000. Sea- 
Change, by Count Fleet, from Now What, 
fetched the next highest price, $42,000 also 
from Stone. 

PADDY AND MIKE: The brothers Smith- 
wick, Paddy of Monkton, and Mike of Hyde, 
are known to just about anyone who even is 
casually acquainted with through-the-field 
racing. Mike, at 27, the younger of the brothers, 
is best known as the rider of five Maryland 


Hunt Cup winners. 

Paddy, 29, is better known at Delaware Park, 
Belmont and Saratoga, although he still rides 
at the hunt meetings. For the past several years 
he has ranked behind Frank Dooley Adams as 
the number two steeplechase rider in the na¬ 
tion. At this writing, he is leading Adams for 
the 1956 title. 

Mike, now a married man, rides less fre¬ 
quently than formerly, but he is not averse to 
throwing a leg over a likely Hunt Cup prospect. 
With the responsibilities of marriage came the 
need for a more remunerative vocation than 
riding as an amateur, the classification having 
nothing whatever to do with ability. 

Mike, listed on the track programs as D. M. 
Smithwick, has assembled a public stable of 
about a dozen runners. A resume of the infield 
program at Delaware reflects the effectiveness 
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of the Smithwick brothers. 

Mike tightened the girth on Caste and gave 
his brother a leg-up on the *Sir Gallahad III 
gelding, sending the pair out to win the Tom 
Roby Steeplechase of about two miles on June 
11. Running under Arcadia Stables’ colors, 
Paddy hustled Caste to the front and held the 
opposition at bay throughout the course of 12 
fences. Caste carried 147 pounds, two less than 
top-weighted Ring o’ Roses, also Smithwick- 
trained. The latter lost his rider at the tenth 
jump. Before the Tom Roby, the brothers 
gathered in a win with Caste at Belmont. 

While Ring o’ Roses met with misfortune in 
the Tom Roby, he redeemed himself to win 
both the Georgetown and Delaware Spring 
Maiden Steeplechases. On each occasion Paddy 
was in the saddle. 

In winning the Georgetown, another about- 
two-miler. Ring o’ Roses established a new 
track record, getting the jumps and the distance 
in 3:37. Two lengths separated him from 
*Carafar. In third place was the sterling 
* Hunters Moon IV horse, Neji, leading steeple¬ 
chaser of 1955. Neji faltered under his con¬ 
siderable burden of l69 pounds. Ring o Roses 
carried 143- 

After a week’s rest. Ring o’ Roses came back 
to win the Spring Maiden, this time carrying 
160 pounds, giving from 3 to 28 pounds to his 
five rivals.

The same 
horse again held Aeschylus to second in his 
next essay under colors. . . . Double Brandy’s 
Pro-Brandy ran his undefeated streak to five 
when he accounted for a five-and-one-half-fur- 
long allowance race at Monmouth, June 26. 
Though he is by Double Brandy and out of a 
mare owned by the late Mrs. R. H. Heighe, Pro- 
Brandy is Kentucky-bred. He is staked at Mon¬ 
mouth. . . . Like Jimminetty, mentioned 
earlier.

Maryland Fourth in Stakes Winners 

An old adage of the Turf says that horses 
come in all shapes and sizes and they also come 
from all over the map. A check of the "home¬ 
towns of the 43 1 Thoroughbreds that won a 
stakes race last year shows that 373 of them 
were bred in the United States—in 27 states 
to be exact. 

However, while the performance of a horse 
such as Needles, current pride of Florida, dem¬ 
onstrates that a good horse can be raised any¬ 
where, more than half of the stakes winners 
each season still bear the stamp "bred in Ken¬ 
tucky." Kentucky, and the blue-grass region 
around Lexington in particular, sent forth no 
less than 196 stakes winners during 1955. 

The "hardboot” horses took on all comers 
in open competition while nine of the other 
states provided stakes for horses bred within 
the state. 

Second to Kentucky in the matter of breed¬ 
ing stakes winners is California, with 64, and 
of the stakes won, only eight were for home- 
breds. Virginia, at one time the cradle of the 
American Thoroughbred, is again in third place 
with 20 stakes winners. 

Maryland produced 13 stakes winners and 
in fifth place was Washington, with 12. Other 
states with stakes-winning representatives are: 
New Jersey, 9; Colorado and Nebraska, 7 each; 
Texas, 6; Florida and Oklahoma, 5 each; New 
Mexico, Tennessee, Oregon and Arizona, 4 
each; and Indiana, 2. Rhode Island, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Utah, Alabama, Nevada, Michi¬ 
gan, Louisiana, Illinois, Massachusetts and 
Kansas each bred one stakes winner. 

Of the 58 stakes winners bred outside the 
U. S., 25 were from Canada; Cuba and Mexico 
bred 8 each; Ireland, 6; Argentina and England, 
4 each, and France, 3.

Longer Names Acceptable

acters and spaces. 

Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of The

names to their horses and stay within fourteen 
letters.’’

Three hundred and sixty-four Thoroughbred 
yearlings have been selected for the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of July 30, 31, and August 1, 
William S. Evans, general manager of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, announced recently. 

Last year, 363 yearlings—one less than this 
year—were catalogued. Of that number, 346 
were sold for $3,863,700 for a record-smashing 
average of $11,167. 

Of the yearlings now being catalogued for 
the forthcoming summer sale, 196 are colts and 
168 are fillies. A total of 120 sires will have 
offspring in the auction. 

Of the 114 consignors having representatives 
in the sale. Crown Crest Farm and the father-

Estate of Samuel D. Riddle, 15; Stoner Creek 
Stud, 11; and P. A. B. Widener III, nine.

Afternoon sessions will begin at 
1:30 and evening sessions at 8:00.
